Canada ia in a state of political for- 
ment just notir over two very impor- 
' tmb measares; %ho Oonf. deration ot 
the iNorth American Provinces, and 
the imposition of a "Bwingoing" 
Tariff on imported gooda and a lieavy 
internal tax on whiskey manufaot: rod 
within the Frovinoial borders. The 
GoTernment, whioli is strongly Con- 
federate in its political complexion, is 
awaiting with anxiety the passage ot 
the Confederation scheme by all thu 
Provinces, and its adoption by iho 
Imperial Parliament, before signing 
the compact that will unite the Co- 
lonial patches of the British Empire 
from the Atlantic Ocean to the Eod 
Eiver, and eveotnally, we trust, ex- 
tend its provisions from ocean to oco:ui, 
so as to embrace the,Pac'fio Colonioa. 
The agitation of the Tariff question at 
this juncture is regarded as in very 
bad taste by the Anti-Administration 
party — of which Mr George Brown in 
the acknowledged loader. The Gov- 
ernment — which is led by Mr Gait, 
the Finance, Minister — is soundly 
rated for the stop it has taken to des- 
troy that almost perfect freedom ot 
trade with which the Canadas wore 
favored during the days of the Eoci- 
prooity Treaty, and for unsettling the 
commerce of the country ut a time 
when a great and sweeping political 
change is on the tapis. The agitation 
which bais followed the introdaction 
of these measures has afTordod a trai- 
toroud cabal an opportunity to again 
'moot the project of annexing the Pi o- 
vihces to the United States; but tlio 
proposition meets with aslitilo lavour 
.there as here, and after an epbomoral 
existence the authors will sink into 
that oblivion from which they should 
never have been allowed to emorgo. 
In dealing with a proposition that 
the Oonfederationists should support 
all the measures of the Confederation 
Ministry, the Toronto Globemya : " Ii 
is the duty of the Reform members to 
continue their opposition to whatever 
is bad in the policy ot the Governmeut. 
The anxiety to keep the pretsent Min- 
istry in power till Confederation is 
realized must not load Uoformera to 
sanction their extravagant and objec- 
tionabJe schemes. It was never neces- 
sary at any stage of the Confederation 
contest to do evil that good might 
come, and there is not the least excuse 
for such a policy at this stage of the 
proceedings, fieformors must judge 
the measures of the Government upon 
their merits, and treat them accord- 
ingly. It is too much to ask that fie- 
form members should /support mea- 
sures which not a single fioform conn 
Biituenoy in the country would sanc- 
tion." This is sound reasoning, and 
advice honestly given. We never be- 
lieved in bowing down in blind obe- 
dience to the behests of a pariy. 
When a party is honest and right, il 
should be supported; but when it be- 
comes corrupt, it should bo thrown 
overboard and abandoned by right- 
thinking men. The Administration is 
all powerful in Parliament, and its 
measures are carried without difficulty 
and by largo majorities. So that 
whatever may be the result as to Con- 
federation, we regard the passage of 
the Tariff Bill as a forgone conclusion.

WHEREAS, it is cxpeJient to exempt Portions of the Real ami Personal 
Estate of DebtorB and otliers from forced Seizure and Sale in certain 
Cases : Be it enacted by tlie^ Governor of the Colony of Vancouver Island 
and it3;.Dep(5ffiii5^psj by ^and- ^itSi Iho Adiice ant Ooiisent of the 'Legislative

V. The Registration of any Homestead under, the Provisions of this Act shall 
he utterly void and of no Effect, andiaUAeibpnefits of this Act shall be forfeited if 
any Declaration of Matters required^or -pelrriitted to be declared shall Be False 
to the Knowledge of the Person eJfectin'g the said Registrii:ti6ri, 0r'on Vi^h'ose be- 
half the same sliall be registered. 

Vli It ^Ijall be lawful for any Person claiming the Benefit of the Provisions 
of this Act -with respect to any 'fiomefi'^eiiii at the Time of Registration, or at any 
Time thereafter, to litnit any Ho^nestead dn favor of such Persons and for such 
Estates, and subject to such 'Csfe'^.'TrniAs,'' and Purposes as tho'se'td which Lands 
can now bo limited according to the Nature and Incidents thereof; but in case no 
special limitatibh' shall be made, tlie said Homestead shall enure to the Owner, 
tor whose benefit the Same shall be registered for an Absolute Estate in the S^mfe, 
according to the Nature thereof.

WHEREAS it is'expedieiltto reghlato the Number of Persons required to 
form 'a'Gorbn'er'g Jury in' the Colony of Vancoiiv'e^ Island atid^ts Depen 
deneies ; Be it therefore, enacted bji the Governor of' the said Colony 
liy and with the Advice and ' Consent of tho Legislative Council and Assembly 
thereof, as follows : 

I. Whenever it shall be necessary for any Coroner to hold an Inquisition such 
:Coroner shall empannel a Jury of not IcisS thm Six for the Purposes of' such 
Inq'nisitibh/a'n'd such'- Jury shkil 'h'ive the sa'til6 rowfefi'and perfortt the sariieDuties 
as a Coroner's Jury of Twelve or pore andithe Verdiotrof any such Jury of not 
less than Six, shall be to all Intents and Purposes as effectual as if found by a Jury 
consisting of Twelve or more. 

II. This Act may be cited as " The Coroner's Jury Act, 18GG."
